HELPING THE WORKERS, 


A German Plan That Uplifts Those 
Who Are Seeking Employment. 
The problem of 
| ployment respectable and self-re- 
specting has been solved in Berlin 
| through the agency of a central labor 
*xchange maintained by co-operation 
;cf the municipality, the workers, and 
trade unions. At the Berlin Labor 
Exchange, while awaiting «a market, 
laborers are provided with a home 
|} Which is a club house and mart com- 
| bined, and which places the man of 
{the woman in search of work on the 
jsame dignified trading level as the 
j} brokers who have produce to sell 
| Why not? Is not labor one of our 
most precious commodities? The 
| place is a model of Germaf paternal 
organization and thoroughness, con- 
ducted at a cost of less than $25,000 
ja year, for its entire operating staff 
}nmumbers only 27 
| Any unemployed person may in- 
}voke the exchange’s  work-finding 
| facilities on payment of a registration 
fee of five cents. If the job seeker 
be a member of any of the trade un- 
jions, which contribute as organiza- 
jtions to the upkeep of the exchange, 
jhe is exempt from payment of the 
registration fee. In a country famous

for red tape amazingly few formali- 
jties, and these of the simplest rort, 
are required to be gone through. A 
man or woman steps up to a window 
like a bank teller’s and fills an ap- 
plication form for registration, on 
;which it is required to state name,

Upon payment of the regis- 
tration fee a receipt and membership 
card is issued, which entitles the 
holder to the privileges of the ex- 
change for three months.

ART OF STEALING, 


| Continental Thisves and Their Meth- 
ods of Operating. 

The unnlessant xnerience which 
recently befell a British Cabinet Min. 
jister on his journey to Switzerland is 
jnot an uncommon one for English 
travelers on the continent. Few days 
pass during the iiviera season, for 
instance, without the report of some 
laring train robbery, and in most 
cases only gems and money are tak- 
en. The heavy toll exacted from trav- 
| lers passes into the pockets of an 
exceptionally clever and bighly or- 
anized gang of international thieves 
Their operations cover a wide area, 
and are carried out with scruplous 
regard to detail and an ingenuity 
|wWhich hes often baffled the police 
Few transatlantic liners, cross-Chan. 
nol boats, or trans-Kuropean expresses 
journey without representatives of the 
}gang aboard, They have agents in all 
the big towns and citics, who warn 
them of the movements of well-known 
jpeople who are likely to be worth 
plundering. The thieves themselves 
are drawn from all nations, and are 
generally well-bred men and women, 
who are invariably well-dressed, and 
put up at the best hotels. Many of 
them are excellent linguists, and 
| through being able to render friendly 
services to travelers who do not know 
their way about are’ often able to 
rob their unsuspecting victims with 
impunity. It is the woman, as a 
}rule, who acts as the decoy, says a 
writer in The Evening Standard. 

How full of resource are the women 
who have taken up this class of crime 
}is well illustrated by the adventure 
; of an Englishman who returned re- 
cently from Paris. He carried with 
him bank notes of the value of £60, 
and, being a man of the _ world, 
| brefsquely repelled the advances of 
two men who journeyed in the same 
}compartment of the train to Bou- 
logne. Just as he was landing at 
| Folkestone, however, a pretty French 
girl in front of him tripped and fell. 
Instinctively he went ther assist- 
jance, but while her profuse thanks 
were ringing in his ears he found that 
his pockets had been rifled. Another 
| case of remarkable self-possession and 
|} coolness occurred in Paris two years 
ago, the victim on that occasion being 
a jeweler. A well-dressed man, carry- 
ing a gold-headed walking-stick, en- 


tered the jeweler’s shop, and was 
looking at some scarf-pins, when two 
men came in and arrested him, ex- 


plaining to the jeweler that he was a 
“crook,” and that, as police officers, 
|they must take away with them the 
trays of jewelry from which they said 
their prisoner had stolen various arti- 
jeles. They entered a taxicab and 
drove off with a rich haul = The jewel- 
er never saw the “officers’’ or their 
| prisoner again. 

| Again, in 1908, Mr. Angus Forbes, 
| of Montreal, lost $5,000 in the train 
between Paris and Calais, and Misa 
Alice Miller of Montrose was robbed 
}of her jewels at a Paris terminus. 
There is a regular clearing-house for 
stolen jewels in more than one Con- 
| tinental city, and very few gems are 
| recovered. In 1906. the ‘‘Princess of 
| Thieves,” a handsome Belgian woman, 
| who had lived many years in Chicago, 


came to London, and by the clever 
| substitution of a dummy while in- 
specting a pearl and diamond neck- 


' lace, worth $10,000, at Christie’s, man- 
| aged to secure the valuable. Another 
| woman, arrested in 1909 in Paris, with 


|} two Russians and an American, al- 
wore a satin robe with a long, 
p pocket when visiting jewelers’ 


| shops, to “hich she always drove in 


she had made $15,000 a year for five 
years.—The Peop

| caught in Paris in 1909 was a women 
}who used to take the booty to the 
French capital for disposal.

Having accepted the nomination as the Liberal Standard Bearer in the forthcoming election and 
being an enthusiastic believer in the benefits to be derived from the Reciprocity pact with the United States 
I desire to place before you a few reasons why the cause I support should receive your endorsation at the 
Polls.

Access, duty freet, to a new market of ninety million people is what this reciprocal trade arrange- 
ment means, and it is for the farmer to say whether he will accept or decline the offer put before him by 
the Government. 


The Reciprocity Agreement also provides for a considerable reduction on the duty on Agricultural 
Implements and this will enable the farmer to save money on his purchase of the many necessary farm 
implements. 


As a member of the United Farmers Association of Alberta I endorse the platform of that organi- 
zation, and if sent to Ottawa as your representative I shall do everything in my power to bring about a 
further substantial reduction of the duty on agricultural implements at the earliest possible date. 


The farmers of Canada, through the deputation sent to Ottawa, asked for reciprocity, and those of 
you who follow the proceedings i in the house know that but for the opposition of the Conservative Party, 
Reciprocity would now be in force and we should be getting the benefit. If you vote for the Liberal Party 


and refurn that Party to power you will have the agreement ratified just as soon as Parliament can be 
re-assembled. 


As has been already pointed out the Conservative Party is opposed to this measure and by support- 


ing their candidate you are assisting to elect that Party to power, and, therefore, assisting to destroy the 
Reciprocal agreement. 


The powerful industrial and financial interests in the East are opposed to the agreement, and if the 
Conservatives get into power those interests will dictate the policy of that party and tariff reduction will 
be impossible. 


Reciprocity also means much to the consumers of Canada and is worthy of their support. The 
fact that many food stuffs can be imported free of duty from the United States should appeal to the con- 
sumers of this country who are anxious to see the cost of living reduced. 


The Reciprocal Agreement will give a tremendous stimulous to the development of the large coal 
areas lying along the mountains. The removal of the duty on Coke will enable Alberta Coke to compete 
successfully with Pennsylania Coke in the markets of the great smelting centres of the United States and 
the result will be a largely increased output by our coal companies. New coal mining towns will spring 
up in these coalfields and new home markets for farm produce. 


Railways will be induced to come in from the south affording us better transportation facilities. 


One of the arguments advanced by the Conservative party against the Pact is that better trade 
relations with the United States will tend to make us disloyal to Britain and create a desire for political 
union with the United States. 


But at the present time Canada does a much larger business annually with the United States than 
she does with Great Britain, yet Canadians have never been termed disloyal. A prosperous people are 
always a loyal people and if we double our business with the United States that will not weaken our 
loyalty to Great Britain. 


The Liberal Party have in the ast drawn together the bonds of the Empire by giving British 
manufacturers a preference in Canada and will increase that preference. The Conservative Party opposed 


British preference almost as bitterly as they now oppose Reciprocity, yet they talk ioudly of their loyalty 
to Britain. 


Reciprocity with the United States will rapidly enhance the value of our lands. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company advertising in Seattle state that the passing of the Pact wil! increase the value 
of Western Canada Lands one hundred per cent. This means wealth to every Homesteader. 


In conclusion I would say that I am not without parliamentary experience and I would point to my 
record in the Provincial Legislature. 


If honoured with your support at the Polls on September 2Ist I shall do everything in my power to 
further the interests of the electors of Macleod Constituency.
